3 To see what action the town will takein regard to dis- 
counting taxes. 


4 To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
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to hire upon the credit of the town the sum of $15,000 if 
needed. 


5 To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sufficient sum of money to purchase a motor truck and 
equipment to use on its highways. 


6 To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000) to be spent on the 
Conway road so-called beginning at the point where the road 
was completed last year and extending towards Conway and 
appoint an agent to expend the same, the work to be done as 
early in the season as the conditions will warrant, agreeable 
to a petition of Andrew Carlton and others. 


7 To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum. 
of five hundred dollars ($500) to raise, drain, widen and 
generally repair the Stark road so-called leading from Charles 
Loud’s to the Four corners, agreeable to a petition signed by 
Frank O. Loud and others. 


6 To see if the town will vote to raise and approptrate 
the sum of one hundred dollars ($100) for the purpose of 
putting in a drain near the residence of George A. Orcutt’s to 
cross the street and connect with the main drain, agreeable 
to a petition signed by George A. Orcutt and others. 


9 ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to suitably drain Seavey street and Kearsarge 
street in the village of North Conway, between the tracks of 
the Maine Central railroad and Main street, agreeable to a 
petition signed by John Z. Shedd and others. 


10 To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to rebuild road from Mill Brook Bridge to 
residence of Thomas Webster, agreeable to a petition of J. F. 
Davidson and others. 

11 To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money sufficient to obtain State Aid for the permanent 
improvement of its highways as provided by law. 

12 ‘To act upon any other business that may legally come, 
before said meeting.

Report of School Board 


To the Citizens of Conway School District:— 

In compliance with the usual custom, we submit for 
your consideration the following report which includes the 
report of the superintendent of schools and a financial state- 
ment of our accounts ending February 1, 1918. The follow- 
ing law was passed at the last session of the legislature: chap- 
ter 122, section 1, which reads as follows: “The fiseal year 
of town and special school districts beginning February 16, 
1917, shall end August 31, 1918, and thereafter the fiscal and 
scholastic year shall end August 31, annually.” This change 
was approved by the Governor on April 4, 1917, after we had 
held our school meeting and made our appropriations for the 
year, therefore, we have not sufficient funds to carry our 
schools to August 31st. It will not only be necessary to 
to raise and appropriate enough to run the schools for the 
fiscal year from August 31, 1918, to August 31, 1919, but an 
extra amount sufficient to run the schools to August, 31, 1918. 
After this year, the amount to be raised and appropriated at 
the annual meeting will be for one fiscal year beginning Aug- 
ust 31st. The change made by the legislature makes the fiscal 
and scholastic years agree which they did not before by about 


five months. A financial report is made for the schools up to 
February 1, 1918, but the books will not be closed and audi- 
ited till August 31, 1918.

Report of Superintendent of 
Schools 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen:— 

I have the honor and pleasure to submit for your con- 
sideration my sixth annual report of the schools of Conway, 
it being the ninth in the series of such reports. 

ORGANIZATION 

As a result of careful study and observation for several 
years of the lowest grades in our schools, it seems to me to be 
desirable to make a change in our organization at least in the 
first three grades. So many of the children in the first and 
second grades lose so much time that they are not able to 
complete the work of the grade in a manner to enable them 
to do the advance work satisfactorily. They know too much 
to begin at the beginning and not enough to goon. I suggest 
that we use half year promotion in these grades so that there 
will be opportunity for each pupil to move on as fast as he is 
capable of doing the work. ‘Therefore, if a child is absent 
rom one-fourth to one-third of the time, it will be possible 
for him to complete a half year’s work while with our present 
annual system of promotion the child loses a whole year. 
With the new arrangement, he would lose but one-half year. 
I think that adjustment may be made in the third and fourth 
grades so that the loss, if any, will be slight to the child and 
we shall not be ‘obliged to carry the method through the 
whole elementary school system. 

The upper grades should be organized into a junior high 
school and made a part of our high school. This will give us 
six years in the elementary school and six in the high school. 
The schools will be ready for this arrangement in the fall if it 
is thought desirable. We are already giving a course in in- 
ventional geometry in the seventh grade and algebra in the 
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eighth as a part of the course in mathematics. ‘The superin. 
tendent is working out a course of study for the geometry as 
none is outlined in the state program. 

CARE OF BOOKS AND SCHOOL PROPERTY 

At the April meeting, the School Board made the follow- 
ing rule for the care of books and school property to be put 
_ into operation at the beginning of the fall term 1917: 

Any high school pupil who marks, cuts or otherwise dam- 
ages school furniture shall be given a reasonable time to have 
same properly repaired and a failure on his part to do so, after 
having been notified, shall mean suspension from school until 
the damage has been satisfactorily repaired. 

Books that receive unreasonable wear, are torn, marked 
or otherwise damaged shall be paid for by the pupil, the book 
then to become his property and so marked by the principal 
or superintendent. A failure to do so by a pupil, within a 
reasonable time, shall mean suspension from school till satis- 
actory adjustment has been made. 

REPAIRS? 

The repairs for the year have been: at North Conway, a 
new radiator to take the place of a leaky one, and the south 
side of the roof shingled; the roof of the West Side school 
house repaired ; new furnace grates at Conway; and more or 
less repairs on the electric pump at Center Conway. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Transportation of school children has been by eight 
teams as follows: Lewis A. Willey from Intervale to North 
Conway, James McGuinty from Redstone to North Conway 
Charles E. Hatch from West Side to North Conway; Mr. A. 
M. Littlefield from East side to Center Conway; William 
Jackson from South Conway to Center Conway; S. Wesley 
Hill from Green Hill to East Conway; Fred Sawyer from 
North Conway road to Conway, and Mr. A. G. Marston for 


the fall term and Mrs. Charles Ham for the winter term from 
the Stark neighborhood to Conway village. Our transporta- 
tion costs us $14.20 per day or $71 per week. This isa heavy 
expense for the district. 
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Standard efficiency tests have been given above the third 
grade in writing, spelling, English, arithmetic and reading. 
The results of these tests are reported to the teacher in charge 
of the room so that she may know how her class as a whole 


stands. These also give her a standard of efficiency measure- 
ment as well as a progress record. 


PLAYGROUND APPARATUS 


The following playground apparatus has been purchased 
for the North Conway school with funds earned by the school 
children: athletic slide, volley ball and net, see-saws, catch 
ball for the smaller children, and a giant stride head. This 
is to be set as soon as the ground is suitable in the spring. 


MUSIC and DRAWING 


Music and drawing have been under the same efficient 
supervisor and teacher as last year, Miss Marion M. Stephen. 
During the year, the schools under the leadership of Miss 
Stephen have given three musicals—two at Conway and one 
at North Conway. The funds earned have been used for 
playground apparatus and Red Cross work. 

Through: the effort of Miss Stephen, the school children 
of Conway Village had the rare privilege of listening for an 
hour to Carl Behr, a famous cello ank zither player. 

Mechanical drawing is taken by some of the boys in the 
high schools while some of the girls are doing studies in. 
water color. The drawing in the grades is well organized 
and has seasonal applications to teach the fundamental prin- 
ciples. The results will stand inspection and compare favor- 
ably with other schools. 


HIGH SCHOOLS 
I have not asked the head masters to report this year 
owing to the fact that they have held the positions but a 
short time. 
Last fune, two boys graduated from the North Conway 
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high school. One, Stanley Hamilton, has entered the Uni- 
versity of Maine by certificate, and the other, Reginald 
Eastman, is continuing his study of music in Portland.

Anna Stickney Chapter D. A. R. gave two cash prizes in 
the high school and the same in the grammar school for the 
two best essays written on some historical subject connected 
with the state of New Hampshire. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION 


As required by law, the District must vote annually on 
whether or not it will have medical inspection in its schools 
until the same has been adopted. I trust that the article will 
be considered favorably. 

The following data on the health of school children com- 
piled after a careful study may be of interest: “It cannot be 
taken for granted that school children are healthy. The 
majority are not as healthy as they should be. Two per 
cent of all the children in the U. S. have heart trouble, five per 
cent tuberculosis, five per cent spinal curvature, over five 
per cent defective hearing, twenty-five per cent defective 
vision, twenty-five per cent suffering from malnutrition, 
thirty per cent enlarged tonsils and adenoids that need 
attention, fifty per cent defective teeth which are interfering 
with health and about. seventy-five per cent of children in 
this country need attention from physical defects.” 
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HOMEGARDENS 


Two hundred sixty-four of the school children reported 
that they had home gardens the past summer which they 
cared for. We have no way of knowing the amount of food 
raised in these gardens. We hope that the coming summer 
will see the number and size of gardens increased. It isa 
time when every child should do what he can toward produc- 
ing. In the whole supervisory district there were reported 
417 home gardens cared for by school children. 


CONCLUSION 


On January 16, 1918, I tendered my resignation as super- 
intendent of this supervisory district as I had been elected 
superintendent of the Claremont-Charlestown district which I 
consider a professional advancement. The Joint Board met 
January 26th, released me from my contract and accepted my 
resignation to take effect March 1, 1918. This favor, on the 
part of the Board, I very much appreciate as I can now honor 
ably accept the position of advancement. The five and one- 
half years during which I have labored with the schools of 
this district have not been entirely without success. My offi 
cial relations with the Board have always been pleasant and 
any differences of opinions have been amicably met. In 
many ways I regret leaving this position and the attendant 
associations but feel that I should be dishonest to myself not 
to accept the greater responsibility and professional advance- 
ment for which I have studied to prepare myself. 

I wish to take this opportunity to express my apprecia- 
tion of the support, council and co-operation which you, 
gentlemen, have given me while acting as the superinten- 
dent of your schools. I also wish to thank the parents, 
pupils and teachers for the part they have contributed to make 
possible whatever success has been achieved during my 
period of service.
